congregation of the local church. 

Dr. Pritchard's influence, .so 
deeply woven into the life of 
Sierra Madre for the past gen¬ 
eration. will live forever. He 
eame lo Sierra Aladro in 1926 
i'.nd built the present ehureh in 
1928 .and on retirement in 1910 
was appointifd jiastor eineritus. 

Dr. Pritchard was active in 
many civic affairs, served on the 
Ration Board during I lie war, 
sold bonds and was C’liairman of 
tile Ited Cross Finance Commit¬ 
tee for five years. He was a char, 
ter member of tlie Sierra Madre 
Kiwanis Club and .served as its 
president during 19.30; was on 
the board of directors of the His¬ 
torical Society of Sierra Madre 
(the mootings having been held 
in his borne for the past seven 
years. 

Dr. Pritcliard was born April 
‘2, 1876. in Newport, Rhode Is¬ 
land. He graduated from Brown 
University in tiio class of 1900, 
received his Doctor of Divinity 
degree from Brown in 1910. Dr. 
Pritchard received his Master's 
degree from Columbia Univer¬ 
sity in 1903, also graduating 
tiom Union Theological Semin- 
tiry in N. Y. City in 1903. Ho 
wa.s I’astor of the Westchester 
Congregational Church in Scars- 
cialc. N. Y. for 15 


mov- 

I cd here in 19-10 and started a 
small pottery in their back yard 
; as a hobby. During the war 
whe.n Willard was in the Army, 
Leo kept designing figurines. The 
China Boy and Girl, his first 
numbers were completely hand 
done. He employed two people 
and they turned out 75 per week. 
Today there are 27 employees 
and an average of 1200 figurines 
a week are produced. 

The pf-pularity of the China 
figurines and other originals 
grew and more people were 
hired. In 1916 they built a steel 
plant on Ea.st Montccito. 

A fine chemist, Lee McCarty, 
l as developed many glazes, col¬ 
ors, and porcelains. Recently, 
with the aid of Mr. Malinosky, 
he perfected a true Chinese 
Red. It took three years and over 
3,000 experiments. 

In a few days Lee McCarty and 
his sister, Dell, are driving 
North, and will .search tor “-10 
aores of land with an apple or¬ 
chard, where w'e c;yi build a 
Jiomc and pool, and perhaps start 
another small pottery.” 

When their present home is 
sold and a desirable piece of 
land found, the family, includ¬ 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Lee AlcCarly, 
Air. and Mrs. Willard ATeCarty, 
and Miss Dell and Mrs. .Grace 
McCarty will move North. The 
mother. Airs. Grace McCarty, is 
a well-known voice coach. 

As an able portrait and land¬ 
scape painter, Lee AlcCarty re¬ 
marked, "I want to get back to 
painting, as I haven’t had much 
time for It lately. I’d also like to 
do some sculpturing, and further 
develop the Chine.se Red. I may 
even design some now figur¬ 
ines.”

Dr. Pritchard was luarried in 
1909 to Mi.ss Eineline Gunning 
of Scarsd.*!tc. N. V I'-ho n-i^-sort 
nway in October. 1930. There was 
one son, Arthur O. Pritcliard. Jr., 
who now resides at Berkeley, 
California. In 1934 Dr. Pritcliard 
was niiirrii.'d to Mrs. Alice Spen¬ 
cer Jones of Sierra Madre wlio 
died in August of 1938.
